Letter ‘from Cheng Pahshuen, - nutive 
evangelist at Chencheo; to Mr. Qtirmbach of

™ I beg to inform you that the missionsries 
Messrs. Bruce and Lewis have beea cruelly 
beaten to death in the Mission House by the 
people’ of Chencheo. I myself was .nearly- 
killed. I- ‘received a-sérisus injury in my left 
hand and my left cheek and indeed my whole 
body was injured. Three ‘days previously 1 
‘exhorted the two missionaries to go to the 
Yamen of the Prefect named Wa for safety.
